Iho passage of the Classification Act of 1949 has 
wade Grades 05-16, 17 and IS available to CIA. iiowever, 
because of the numerical limitation in Section 9, it is 
impossible for us to raise our scientific division chiefs 
to Grades 16 and 17. (It Is not cor templ&ted to use 
Grade G3-18 in this connect ion. ) 

At the present ti»a our Office of Scientific Intel! - 
geaace is composed of severe! divisions. Including the 
following: Atomic Energy; Biology j Chemistry; Geophysics 
Medicine; Physics and Elaetrceics: Scientific 8eoourcos; 
and Weapons • The heeds of these divisions will be 
responsible for the coordination of all forei^ intelli- 
gence activities in their particular fields • The work of 
many of them is self -ejrolonatory , However, some carry 1002*0 
respons ibilite than would be inferred from the title alcn* j 
for example, that the Biology Division In responsible for 
intelligence work in the field of foreign bacteriological 
warfare; the Chemistry Division for work in the field of 
foreign chemical warfare; mod the Atomic ihergy Division 
for work in the field of foreign atomic energy developments . 

It will be noted that the responsibilities of assay < T 
these division chiefs is comparable to that of scientific 
personnel placed in Grades 03-16 end GS-17 throughout the 
Department of Defense as well as of scientific personnel 
in the Atomic Energy Ccomiss ten • 

In order that the most eminent scientists available 
to us my be places in those grades share appropriate, ant 
in order that they may not be hired awsy by the offer of 
higher grades within the Government, it la requested that 
the present limitations described above be elimiiiatod.
